CAPT. EVANS EXPERIENCES NEW 
PHASE OF POST-WAR IN GERMANY 


Capt. L. M. Evans, irr his latest 
letter to Mrs. Evans, N. Baldwin 
Ave., writes: "Well, here I am in 
Heilbronn. My work is about the 
•same as it was except we don’t 
have the battle casualties. This 
unit did most of the fighting in 
Italy. 

"We are living in one of the 
few houses left standing in this 
city. The house, I believe, be¬ 
longed to a wealthy German. It 
has four floors, is well furnished 
and has large and well-kept 
grounds. Within a few days we 
will have to move across the 
Nckar river and take charge of 
a large nrison camp containing 
over 43.000 German prisoners. 
They have their own hospital and 
doctors, but it will be my re- 
soonsibiiitv to inspect them fre¬ 
quently and see that they keep 
up to our standards. 

"If you have any trouble in 
locating Heilbronn, locate Frank¬ 
furt on the Main river, then fol¬ 
low down south through Mann¬ 
heim, Darmstadt and Heidelburg. 
We are about 40 miles southeast 
of Heidelburg and ^Heidelburg Is 
■'It,the Main river. .You will re¬ 
call that one of the oldest and 
most famous of German universi¬ 
ties is located there. 

"There is a large dispiaced- 
persons camn in this town and I 
am responsible for the health and 
sanitation there also.”

Wear the 
medal with pride. It is not in 
any sense payment for youi 
wounds; it is presented by your 
country in gratitude for your ef¬ 
forts.”

Education for Veterans 

1. The Servicemen’s Readjust¬ 
ment Act of 1944 (G.T. Bill of 
Rights! provides for educational 
opportunities by the Veterans’ Ad¬ 
ministration for veterans separat¬ 
ed from the armed forces under 
conditions other than dishonorable 
who served in the active military 
or Naval service on or after 
September 16, 1940, and prior to 
the termination of hostilities in 
the present war for 90 days or 
more, who were discharged or re¬ 
leased from active service by rea¬ 
son of an actual service-incurred 
injury or disability. Eligibility 
is restricted to those veterans 
whose education was interrupted 
by reason of their entrance into 
the service or those who desire 
a refresher or retraining course. 
However, a presumption of inter¬ 
ruption of education arises in the 
cases of veterans who at time of 
entrance into service were not 
over 25 years of age. Time spent 
in a course of education or train¬ 
ing under the Army specialized 
training program or the Navy 
College training program, which 
course was a continuation of a 
civilian course and was pursued 
to completion, or as a cadet or 
midshipman at one of the Service 
academies mav not be counted as 
part of the 90-day qualifying pe¬ 
riod. 

2. The benefits may continue 
for one year, which, upon satis¬ 
factory completion, may be ex¬ 
tended to an additional period not 
to exceed the time In service be¬ 
tween September 16, 1940, and 
the termination of hostilities. No 
additional period Is allowed for 
refresher or retraining courses. 

3. Tuition, laboratory fees, li¬ 
brary fees and similar fees will 
be paid and books, supplies and 
equipment will be purchased not 
to exceed the amount of $500 a 
Bchool year for each qualified 
veteran. During authorized train¬ 
ing, subsistence is payable at the 
rate of $50 a month to a veteran 
without dependents and $75 a 
month if he Ins a dependent or 
dependents. (Pending legislation 
mav change these amounts to $60 
and $85.) 

4. No course in excess of four 
years mav be approved nor can 
these benefits be provided bevond 
seven vears after the termination 
of hostilities. Training must be 
initiated not later than two years 
after date of discharge or after 
the termination of war, which¬ 
ever is the later. 

5. Veterans of World War II 
may also obtain educational as¬ 
sistance through the California 
Veterans’ Educational Institute 
which Is under the management 
and control of the Veterans’ Wel¬ 
fare Board. The board mav pro¬ 
vide for the pavment of tuition 
and other fees, for the purchase 
of necessary books and supplies, 
and for the monthly pavment of 
an allowance for the living ex¬ 
penses of the student in an 
amount not exceeding $40 per 
month. Application for the State 
educational benefit should be 
made on Educational Form No. 1,

Rc-adjustments 
was next, referring to those that 
must be made by the boys return¬ 
ing and those at home must also 
conform. Rejuvenations was the 
final—new ideas that the war has 
brought out, which will help us 
to solve our problems—sulfa 
drugs, penicillin, DDT, the de¬ 
velopment of atomic power, etc. 
Deaths from bronchial pneumonia 
have dropped 92 per cent since 
the use of sulfa drugs. Meningi¬ 
tis fatalities have dropped from 
90 to 10 per cent. We are going 
to have a scarcity of physicians 
and we will have to use common 
sense and be our own doctors as 
far as possible.

Bruce McGill, Inter-club chair¬ 
man, announced that the next 
meeting will be with the newly 
organized Rosemead club next 
Tuesday. Sierra Madre will put 
on the program, which will ho 
a forum on ‘‘Compulsory Mili¬ 
tary Training.”

NORWAY UNDER NAZI MILITARY 
AS TOLD FROM ONE SMALL CITY 


Mrs. Don Parker has shared 
her first letter from Molde, Nor¬ 
way. her girlhood home. The let¬ 
ter, written by her aunt, tells a 
subtle story of the horrible life 
under Nazi domination: 

A few days ago I received the 
first letter from my people in 
Molde, Norway, since the German 
Invasion, written by my 60-year- 
old aunt, Ingeborg Ruud. June 18. 
The letter had an apathetic tone, 
almost as if she were speaking 
of events that had happened to 
someone else. 

Molde was a beautiful little re¬ 
sort town, slightly smaller than 
Sierra Madre, lying between a 
high mountain range and the wide

precedes the name of R. R. Hart¬ 
man Jr., son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Rudolph Hartman. He has just 
received the promotion and is 
somewhere in the Philippines. His 
brother Bud has just been pro¬ 
moted to the rating T/5 and is 
with the 3rd Army in Bad Told, 
Germany. 


The death of Mrs. Mary Ade¬ 
laide Dickson, widow of the late 
John C. Dickson, has taken from 
us one of Sierra Madre’s pioneers. 
She was one of the New England 
group who came in the early days 
along with the Carters, Cook, 
Clark. Andrews, Twycross and 
Olsen families. Coming from Con¬ 
cord, Maas., she brought an in¬ 
terest in the higher things of life 
which had made her native city 
famous. It was at Concord, "The 
shot was fired which was heard 
around the world.” There lived 
Emerson, Hawthorne. Alcott, and 
Thorenu. She lived as a young 
woman in a house occupied by 
Nathaniel Hawthorne and later 
by the Alcott family. She always 
esteemed a deep Interest and af¬ 
fection in her native city. 

Coming to Sierra Madre in 

1887, Mr. and Mrs. Dickson en¬ 
tered at once into the community 
life. They united with the Con¬ 
gregational church January 1. 

1888. and when Mrs. Dickson died 
at the age of 91 she was its old¬ 
est member both in terms of 
years and membership. Her con¬ 
tribution was particularly to the 
music of the church, singire in 
the choir and playing the organ. 
Chiefly her service was in caring 
for the man who at one time or 
another served as Sundav school 
superintendent., clerk and deacon. 

In the larger community life. 
Mrs. Dickson was interested in 
dramatics. In the early da vs and 
later she took active part, in 
plays, receiving recognition In Los 
Angeles county and the Southern ! 
cities. She was a charter mem- 
bor of the Woman's club and 
chaplain of the Dnughters of 
Union Veterans. 

Mrs. Dickson’s chief interest 
was in the home as long as that 
organization existed where she 
lived on Montecito. She is sur¬ 
vived by a daughter, Mrs. Joseph 
Loguin, 169 W. Montecito, and 
grandchildren, Mildred Stratton !

happened to be bombed and 
burned. 

I shall translate excerpts of the 
letter for you: 

“Reknes Sanatorium was 
burned. We had evacuated the 
patients. The 80 surviving pa¬ 
tients we have cared for wherever 
we have found shelter for them. 
Since Karl's death, I have been 
the supervisor. 

"The despised Nazis are still 
here but they are meek now. The 
Commandant has left my house 
(which they took from me) but 
they have stolen everything of 
value. my bedclothes. dishes, 
glassware, kitchen utensils, etc., 
and they have ruined the house 
inside and out. My home was one 
of the few left standing as it was 
on the edge of the town. The 
Germans had their women with 
them and they immediately took 
our servants to wait on them. 
Thev lived well, had good food, 
clothes and sometimes a dozen 
pairs of shoes each. In these five 
years I have been allowed two 
pairs of shoes nnd thev were of 
German imitation leather nnd al¬ 
most worthless. In September I 
shall have my house back, but 
will shnro it with manv others 
until the town ran be rebuilt. 

"We have not actually starved 
in these vears. but since the sum¬ 
mer of '41 I have not risen from 
anv meal satisfied. We were so 
much more fortunate than the 
others as Breder (another uncle 
in Bergen who is a wholesale 
grocer) was able to obtain for 
us the Dani=h food package onee 
a year containing two pounds 
och of oatmeal and wheatmeal. 
We nre in rather desperate need 
of shoes and clothing. Many peo¬ 
ple cannot leave their houses for 
lark of them. 

“I was a member of the Under¬ 
ground. We were armed with 
English weapons dropped to us 
seeretlv by plane. We all expected 
to fight the Nazis before their 
surrender. I lived across the 
street from the Gestapo head¬ 
quarters. Had they known I sat

Sanitation orchids go to many 
of the cafes and restaurants in 
the Sierra Madre area, according 
to R. T. Van Horn, Los Angeles 
county health department inspec¬ 
tor for the community, following 
a review of laboratory tests made 
recently. 

Periodic rim swabs of glasses 
and cups are made in all eating 
pLces by sanitary inspectors in 
order to determine if utensils are 
properly sterilized by the dish 
washers. Methods of washing 
dishes, temperatures of water, 
soap used, and sterilization agents 
are checked at the same time the 
samples are obtained. 

State and county health ordi¬ 
nances require that there be not 
more than a bacteria count of 100 
per utensil examined and many 
of the local food emporiums have 
an average of only a five to 10 
count, reports show. 

"In cases where the manage¬ 
ment does not cooperate, both the 
health department and military 
authorities issue an ultimatum to 
'clean up or close up,'" Van Horn 
said, "but these laboratory tests 
prove that standard sanitary con¬ 
ditions In Sierra Madre can be 
maintained.”

CALIFORNIA PIONEER’S 
DIARY ACQUIRED BY 
HUNTINGTON LIBRARY 


Manuscript diary of one of Cali¬ 
fornia’s noted pioneers. Francis 
Melius, began as he voyaged 
around the Horn from Boston to 
California in 1838. has been ac¬ 
quired by the Huntington Libra ry. 
Rare and valued as one of the 
few diaries kept in the pre-gold- 
rush period, its future publica¬ 
tion is anticipated, under the ed¬ 
itorship of Robert Glass Cleland, 
noted historian, who is a member 
of the Research Staff at the Li¬ 
brary and director of the institu¬ 
tion’s Southwest project. 

Francis Melius, author of the 
diary, sailed to California 11 years 
before the gold rush, to become 
before his death in Los Angeles 
in 1863. a long-establisehed fig¬ 
ure in the commercial and social 
circles of that city.

Pottery Course in 
Schools Advocated 


both industrial and art ceramics. 
The art field at present is centered 
here in Southern California. Sier¬ 
ra Madre is listed in buyers’ 
guides and trade magazines of 
national distribution. 

Children can be taught to work 
in clay. Those not being pro¬ 
ficient in the arts may be taught 
practical methods such as can be 
demonstrated on the potters’ 
wheel, and so on. Basic princi¬ 
ples in the elementary chemistry 
relating to potterv can also be 
taught, such as the making of 
clay bodies and glazes, firing 
temperatures, etc. 

Many people are led to believe 
that a boy of 12 is not capable 
of grasping scientific principles. 
This can be disproven. Many chil¬ 
dren of tender years are capable 
of assimilating facts governing 
the crafts with a rapidity truly 
marvelous. The working with 
hands and heads is the basis of 
sound education. 

I believe the above suggestion 
deserves some thought bv those 
of Sierra Madre who are interest¬ 
ed in the education of our chil¬ 
dren. It is nothing new. Manv 
grammar schools throughout the 
nation have ceramic departments 
for those of the higher grammar 
grades. When the child graduates 
from grammar school,, he mav 
continue to ply the clay arts in 
high school, and, if he be excep¬ 
tionally bent upon furthering him¬ 
self in this field, his curriculum 
mav take him through ceramic 
engineering in college. 

It is surprising how little is 
understood by most people about 
pottery. Had they had a few 
fundamentals in the lower grade 
schools some definite apprecia¬ 
tion of the oldest art of man 
could be understood by them. The 
future of America is no longer 
in the hands of white-collar 
groups. Rather in the hands of 
those schooled in scientific prin¬ 
ciples with a willingness to dig 
their hands into the material and 
command its outcome as a prod¬ 
uct. 

The crafts movement hit this 
country during the depression. 
Many educators saw the neces¬ 
sity of eauipping our youth in 
practical lines of endeavor. And 
the time to start is' at the bot¬ 
tom. at the beginning, when 
youthful minds absorb like a 
sponge and retain w’hat they have

Grad Stains 

Use ordinary unsalted lard, or, if 
the Main is cid or is a persistent one, 
mix the lard with kerosene, turpen¬ 
tine, or glycerine. "Float” out the 
stain by rubbing a small amount of 
fat or “Hosier” on the spot and work¬ 
ing it about with the finger until stain 
is worked into the fat. Let stand about 
an hour and then wash in warm (not 
hot) water. 

Mildew 

Wash the material thoroughly first 
and then while still wet apply a weak 
bleach (V4 cup of bleach to 5 gallons 
of water). Have the solution weak no 
matter how bad the mildew is. A 
strong bleach weakens fabrics. If neces¬ 
sary, soak the stain in the mild bleach 
overnight. Then wash in warm suds 
and water and rinse in the same tem¬ 
perature clear water. 

Heavy Mud 

Soak the stain in lukewarm water. 
If necessary, use a bleach for white 
materials and for colored, try kero¬ 
sene oil. (Your husband may have 
some in the garage.)

WITH RAREBIT SAUCE 

1 cup elbow macaroni 
3 tablespoons margarine 
3 tablespoons flour 
1 teaspoon salt 
V* teaspoon celery salt 
1 « teaspoon dry mustard 
Dash of pepper 
1 W cups milk 

1 cup (4 oz.) shredded Ameri¬ 
can cheese 

1 teaspoon Worcestershire 
sauce 

2 eggs, well beaten 

V 4 cup chopped green pepper 
Cook macaroni in rapidly boil¬ 
ing salted water until tender; 
drain. Melt margarine. Blend in 
flour and seasonings. Remove 
from heat. Add milk gradually, 
mixing well. Cook over low heat, 
stirring until thickened. Add 
cheese, stirring until melted. Add 
Worcestershire sauce. To well 
beaten eggs, add macaroni, green 
pepper, and half of cheese sauce; 
mix well. (Place rest of sauce 
over hot water.) Pour macaroni 
mixture into well greased loaf pan. 
Bake in moderate oven (350’ F.) 
about 45 minutes. Turn out on 
warm platter. Gnrnish with water 
cress and broiled tomato slices, 
seasoned with grated onion, salt, 
and pepper.
